No
wodel in this cuunlr{ could huve earned
wore money than lsabelle Urqubart,
A great number of our fgure painters
would have been glaid to pay her & an
hour in the studio, but Belle Urquhurt
wos un artistie, not & wercenary beauty,
Bhe loved art for ity own sake, and wos
fond of the society of artists, Sho had
had particular (riends among the pnplla
of Parig and Munich, and when slie was
not rehearsing at the Casino her witer-
noons werp generally pussed gitting be-
gide momebody's easel watching him
paint, enlivening his loncliness by
reminiscences of tho stuge or discussing
composaitions for new pictures,

She wng the nuthor of2*Madder
Brown's reputation. Brown was witty
handsome and poor when h finished
his training in Gerome's atelier and re-
turned to New York to make a lving.
He rented a littla studio in a cheap
building and devoted his brushes to
evorything and anything from signs to
campaign banners in order to earn
enough money to pay expenses, Il
only tangible posseseion of any value
wag o dress enit, which he pul on every
evening before going ontto dine at o
modest Itulian table d'bote.

Venus and the;Onsino beauty wers one
person.  lmmediptely. Miss Urgqubart
wis the idol of tho studios, Fainters ot
high and low degres invaded ler upart-
ments at wll hours of the dey, oflering
terms quite fubulous in Bohemiu for
tho privilexe of painting the heroine of
the mest succesaiul canvus of tho yoar.
luubuli: Urgquhurt wae plensed to mako
the acquaintupce of Lhess pentlemen.

But sho gesolutely rlmi all their
Zattering offers, Sho wak & professional
wetress, she declared, not a professional
model, Bhe bad merely posed for Mr,
Mudder Hrown because lie was a friend,
a4 she would Prohuhly pute for her
other friends when her lines of figure
would nssist in Lhe complation of their
pictures.  Vhigaliimatni chuged every
painter who was_intimately nequainted
with the uctress to become an object of
anvy to his pssocintes, Lut Miss Urqu-
hart remained firm in resisting all out-
gide blandighmonts, Bhe was of inval-
uable aid to the little studio circle of
which sha was an honored member, but
refused to pose except for the artists
whomw she liked personally. Nor would
ghe necopt moncy for these services.
There wos n certain firmness in her
flesin that gave it o rich, symmetrical
cantour of maturity conjoined to the
fresh color nnd delicaey of maidenhoad.
Thia iw go rare a guality in models that
tho actress could have demanded almost
any tecws for posing, She not only
would glve her seryices to nrt gratuii-

“No," she would say, decisivaly, “I
won't glve you a signed photograph. 1
want you to go to Mr, Sepia's studio
and pay him $300 for a pieture he hos
puinted of me,”’ and in every instance
the roquest was complied with,

On one oceasion, somo five years ago,
Teabello Urqubart's devation to  art
ecamo near ending the young comie
opera singer's ecarser, Amnong lLer
frionds wos o sculptor who entreated
her to allow him to make a onst of her
form, Yielding with her usual good
nature to lis request she visited the
atudio, and in due time her body and
limibg were lying swathed In a shape-
loss wmngs of plaster woighing saveral
hundred pounds, During the drying
period tho senlptor bethought himsel
that his beantiful model would have a
koun appetite aiter gotting out of the
matrix, He bndo Migs Urquhart to lie
perfectly still, nnd locking the studio
door, hurried 10 an adjacent caterer's
to order a luncheon sent up, On the
way back an old Erim shop attracted
hia attention and, with the ahsent-
mindedness vatural to artists, he be-
came immersed in o portfolio of fine
engravings, and quite forgot his model,
his enst, und his luncheon,

Meanwhile tho protty actross waa lny-
ing helploss in his studio, At flest she
wada amused at her novel predicament,
but very soon she commenced to realize
its discomtorts, The mass of plaster by
which slie wag enveloped was so heavy
that she could move neither hand nor
foot.
